day afternoon that three more com- 
panies of troops were hurried to the 
scene just before quitting time and are 
now encamped in the works. Early in 
the afternoon crowds began to assem- 
ble and stood about sullenly defiant of 
police orders to move on. 


There was so much evidence of a pre- 


arranged plan, every street leadiuo- to 
the works had its own division of the 
tnob, that the authorities in hot haste 
sent for more troops. 
When the 63 


men who had been at work were placed 
in vans to ha driven home from the 
works, it was 
found necessary to 


charge the mob twice before a passage 
could be made for the wagons. 


The drivers had rcfuscd°to leave tho 


stables with the vehicles and police- 
men had to do the driving. 
Durincr 


the melee jeers and threats were hurl° 
ed at the "scabs,"' police and military 
and some stones thrown. The severest 
lighting was on Hamilton street, and 
in _ the charges about 40 strikers were 
pricked more or less, several by tho 
bayonets. After a passage had -been 
forced, the military had all it could da 
to keep the howling mob from eh'usinn- 
the wagons. There is a sullen 'spirit 
abroad which is more dangerous than 
anything which the police have yet 
met One man who was suffering from 
a bayonet wound was caught -by the 
police and lockedmp. The slate board 
of arbitration begun its work on the 
case Thursday, but is not expected to 
accomplish anything.

^as a rush-to it-he atbor .side-and th 
"boat went imder svnd spilled the men 
They were all members of a gang o 
•ore handlers and were-eoming to thei 
Acmes. The isctue in the :river,.-as de 
scribed by ihe men on the tug,and th 
rsteamer LangcioE., -which \vere passing 
was one of a wild struggle fcrr life 
.TVIen grappled -j&ach -other and wen 
iflown in Scree embrace. SLines an 
life preservers were thrown from hot 
vessels and many were pulled .aboarc 
'Others of the unJortunaies were res 
icued by small :boats and some swan 
.ashore. The life-siiving cnew\vas sum 
.moned and the work of searching fo 
tbodies atones begsin. Within a short 
-time 12 of the -unfortunates war 
brought to ^bore a,nd taken to th 
anorg-ue for identification. 'Those wfa 
escaped scattered in every direction 
and it is uncertiiin jnEt how many live 
wore lost; bnt20 mena.re reported miss- 
ing-^and the dragging of the channel i 
still in progress. The crowding of th 
boat-was due to the fact that the or,, 
gangs pay just so much a trip on the 
ferry and the more that .got on the less, 
the -cost to the passengers. Thc men 
mostly lived on Gnage street and Sel 
den a-.venue, which lead "down to the 
docks and ship yards and the scene 
ther« are indescribable. 
Men, women 


and 
«bildren were running about 


screaming and the disorder which pre 
vailed made it impossible to get intelli- 
gent stories from eyen those who were 
rescued and have returned home. The 
men were all Germans or Poles and 
their families can not speak English. 


By 11 o'clock Thursday night 14 bod 


ies had been recovered and taken to 
the various morgues. 
There was an 


immense crowd soon gathered on the 
bank of the river, watching the work 
of the boats conducting the search. 
Among them was Wm. Benlow, a press- 
man. In moving about he lost his 
footing, fell into thc river and wag 
drowned. The work of identification

His men outnumbered Bonilla's, and, j 
besides having- cannon, they were bet- | 
ter armed and better supplied with am- 
munition. The village Bonilla occupied | 
was in a valley, while Vasquez occupied j 
all the hills c round, save one. When | 
Vasquez attacked this hill, his force, ! 
though greatly superior, insisted 
on 


running forward from rock to rock, In- 
dian fashion. 
But the most noticeable feature of the 


.Tatumbia situation was in the length 
of time the two forces sat looking at 
each other and doing nothing but fire 
an occasional bhot. They were literally 
snarling and spitting at each other for 
days. Then Bonilla slipped away in the 
shadows, and next day was found in the 
suburbs of the capital and holding the 
crest of a mountain that commanded 
the town. 


It was here -that I found the two com- 


batants, end for three days I saw them 
facing each other, snarling and growl- 
ing, but doing no more, and then Bonilla 
slipped away again. When Bonilla left 
Tatumbia. for Tegucigalpa, he made a 
regular panther spring upon his enemy, 
but for lack of aminuni tion failed to get 
a good claw hold on hie victim's neck. 
And, panther fashion, he neither wor- 
ried over tho failure nor made another 
immediate dash. 


He waited until he had another ehancs 


as good as that and then made another 
leap.

•brush when the gauchos arc afTer hirr 
They did not resist, but they were right 
dangerous to attack hand and hand in 
aucli circumstances. 
' No one who Tins seen the Seventh reg- 
iimcnt, K. G. S. N. Y:,on parade can look 
at the ordinaly Centra.! American sol- 
dier without a smile. His uniform con- 
sists of a bind drilling shirt or blouse, 
•blue drilling trousers and a straw hat 


nothing more. He commonly carries 


an old-style Remington rifle, and this is 
held, even when on drill, much as nn 
Adirondack woodsman holds bis Win 
Chester—"at ull angles.1' And that is 
tlie soldier in the regular army in time 
of peace. The revolutionists that I sa\\ 
in Honduras had for uniforms 
only 


white bands around their bats. 


Their clothing included tbe common 


cotton shirt and trousers worn by field 
hands—they went to battle as they 
went to plant, corn. Their arms were 
for the most, part pitiful to look 
at. 


They carried the cheap little pot-metal, 
muzv.le-londing shotguns, made, in Kng- 
gand for the export trade. To put in 
two drachms of powder and four buck- 
shot would be to load them to the last 
gasp. It was on snob wempons ;us these, 
that the 
revolutionists slaked their 


lives. And that they did this is worth 
considering in forming an rstimalo of 
the men PS soldiers.—N. Y. Sun.
